ſupplied by the honourable Sociexy. Not ro mention many 
other Petitions and Motions for new Miſſionaries, for more 
School-Maſters and Aſſiſtants, for Help to build, and eſpe- 


cially to furniſh Churches; to provide Bibles and Common- 
Prayer Books; to erect or augment Libraries; to ſend To- 
kens and proper Gifts to work the better upon the Minds 
of the poor Negroes and Indians: And in a Word, to aſſign 
Money or Goods for many other Purpoſes, that may ſeem 


any Way to anſwer the general Deſign of promoting rhe | 


Goſpel in thoſe Parts. To all which Requeſts, if reaſon- 
able and practicable, the Society have taken Care to make 
the moſt effectual Anſwers within their Power. 


VI. The Society have been ſenſible of the Want of more 
Miſſionaries, than do uſually offer their Service, to be em- 
ploy'd by them; and how natural it is for young Divines to 
decline the Difficulties, and Dangers of ſuch a Miſſion, if 
they have any tolerable Proſpects nearer Home: To reme- 
dy this great Inconvenience, the Society, within this Year, 
have taken into Confideration the moſt eſſectual Ways and 
Methods of breeding up young Scholars ro be well quali- 
fied and readily inclin'd, in due Time, to take upon them 
this Office and Duty of Miſſionaries, for going cheerfully 
to propagate the Goſpel in the Mieſt- lndiet. Upon theſe 
Thoughts, they received from the Right Reverend the Bi- 
ſhop of Man, ſome uſeful and well-contriv'd Propoſals re- 
lating to that Matter of Education, and did agree, that they 
were of great Importance, and worthy to be farther con- 
ſider d. And after ſome Deliberation, the Society re- 
* turned their Thanks ro the Piſhop for the good Service 
he propos'd to do, by educating young Perſons within 
the Ifle of Man, in order to be {ent abroad for the Propa- 
* gation of the Goſpel ; bur they muſt think fir ar . 
** to wave the Acceptance of that Propoſal, upon a Pro- 
ſpect chat General Cadrington's College in Barbados might 
* be a more convenient Seat and Seminary, to provide for 
the Education of Scholars, and the Supply of Miniſters

VII. The Society have inlarg'd their Correſpondence in 
Foreign Courts and Univerſities, to communicate free! 
their Chriſtian Deſigns, and to excite a Spirit of Zeal and 
Emulation in other Proteſtant States and Princ#s. They 
have had the Satisfaction to hear, that their Labours in 
this religious Work are every where approv'd, and in ſome 
Places happily confirmed, by following the good Example, 
and erecting the like Societies for the Uſe and Service of 
our common Chriſtianity. In particular, a Reverend Friend 
in the Court of Berlin, has lately inform'd us, That as 
« ſoon as the Defign of King William III. of glorious Me- 
% mory, in erecting a Society for the Propagation of the 
“ Goſpel, was publiſh'd in Europe, the pious Emulation of 
* Chriftian Princes was ſo far excited thereby, that they 
© were alſo deſirous to do ſomething in ſo holy and ex- 
„ cellent a Work, And ro that End, rhe King of Pruſſia 


* having reſolv'd to eftabliſh' a Society of Philoſophical 


* Knowledge, did inſert a Clauſe in his Letters Patents to 
„make ir alfo an Evangelical Society, and fo join the A- 
„ poſtolical ro rhe Philoſophical” Miffion,” Which Clauſe 
he recited at large, as likewiſe the Inſtructions His Majeſty 
was pleas'd to give the Society relating thereunto; and his 
Royal Commands, that Miſſionaries of the Goſpel ſhould 
be forthwith provided ro go among the Infidels in China, 
and other Eaſtern Parts. He tells us farther, That this 
*.pious Inſtitution had hitherto met with many Difficul- 
ties and Delays in the Execution of it, till very lately, by 
God's Providence, it has been put into a more effectual 
„Method, and eſtabliſned in a more ſolemn Manner, 
much after the Example of our Engliſh Society. The 
like laudable Zeal in the Kingdom of Denmark, for ſend- 
ing late Miſſionaries to the Coaſts of Coromandel in the 
Eaſt· Indies, was one of the Fruits and Effects of our open- 
ing the Way to ſuch a Propagation of the Goſpel in che o- 
ther Weſtern Indies. A Learned Profeſſor at Geneva did in- 
form us, that upon the Model of our Society in England, 
they had formed one there for another Purpoſe of Religion, 
which was to examine, approve and receive all Proſelytes 
from the Church of Rome, to àveid the being impos'd up- 
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on by any Hypocrues and ill defigning Men. Nay, in the 
neighbouring Kingdom of Ire land, the late excellent Pe- 
Ggns of preaching the Truths of the Goſpel among the 
poorer and more ignorant popiſh Natives, and of inſtruct- 
ing their Children in Letters and Principles of Religiop, 
took its Riſe in great Meaſure from the Inſtitution of our 

Two Societies in England, this for Propagating the Goſpel, 
and rhe other for Promoting Chriſtian Knowledge ; as a worthy 

Prelate from thence obſerved to us, Thar they were in 
that Kingdom upon a Project ſomething of the ſame 
Nature, namely, to procure Men to preach to the Iriſh 
« inthe Iriſh Tongue; and ro erect Chariry-Schools for 
the breeding up their Children to the Proteſtant Faith

And for their ha 
better Conduct and Succeſs, the Society have agreed upon pa 
Rules and Orders for the Qualification and Direction 
of School-Maſters to be ſent over to our Plantations.
